Betting giant 
wants to open 
until midnight 


ONE of Newmarket’s 
betting shops is 
seeking permission to 
remain open until 
midnight every night. 

Paddy Power, in High 
Street, has applied to 
extend its closing time 
from 10pm to midnight 
daily and would become 
the first of the company’s 
branches in the UK to 
have the late licence. 

The application is under 
consultation with Forest 
Heath District Council’s 
licensing committee until 
October 23. 

If no representations are 
received then the betting 
giant’s application will be 
approved the following day. 

A spokesperson for the 
Forest Heath Licensing 
Committee said Paddy 
Power has held a betting

premises licence since 
January 4, 2011, which 
allows them to open 
between 7am and 10pm, 
seven days a week. 

The spokesperson said: 
“They have applied to 
amend the times at which 
facilities for gambling must 
cease at the premises from 
10pm to midnight each 
day.” 

They confirmed the 
licensing committee has not 
received any objections so 
far to the application. 

A spokesman for Paddy 
Power said: “We’ve applied 
for a late licence, primarily 
as a reaction to Betfred who 
were the first to apply and 
we felt that we should offer 
customers a choice. 

“None of our other 


branches in the UK have a 
late licence and we won’t 
be looking to go straight 
from 10pm to midnight, 
rather we will be trailing 
the opening hours to gauge 
customer demand.” 

Responding to concerns 
about an increase in noise, 
he said: “In addition to 
prominent ‘please leave 
quietly’ signage in the shop, 
we train our staff to ensure 
they remind customers to 
leave in an orderly fashion 
and respect neighbours and 
the local neighbourhood.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, of 
Newmarket Town Council 
and Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “10pm is late 
enough and this application 
will simply add to the late 
night activities which I 
believe is bad for the town.

Charities to feel benefit from 
efforts of runners in big race 


DOZENS of people have Run 
the Walks in Newmarket 
during an inaugural charity 
event. 

Runners struck out from the 
Severals on Sunday for the 
12k course which took them 
down High Street, around 
the heath to the Rowley Mile 
and back via the horse walks. 
Teams of schoolchildren, 
families and others took part 
in a fun run which saw them 
dash as many times around 
the Severals as they could in 
20 minutes. 

John Durrant, of 
homelessness charity 
Newmarket Open Door, was 


one of the race's organisers 
and said they have been 
working on the race for a few 
years. 

He said: "I thought it would 
be a great idea to run around 
the courses as it's such a 
historic race." 

There were about 80 runners 
for each of the races and 
John said organisers were 
very pleased with the 
support they received from 
the public. 

He added: "A lot of the 
competitors said how much 
they enjoyed the course and 
the superb weather made a 
big difference." 


The winner of the 12km race 
was Martin Gear who 
completed the course in 44 
minutes. 

The winner of the fun run 
was 13-year-old Peter 
Elsdon-Dean who ran nine 
laps around the course. 
Teams from local schools 
took part and the winners 
were the All Saints Arrows, 
who ran 38 laps between the 
top 6, while the Paddocks 
Panthers ran 35 laps and 
Ditton Lodge ran 34. 

The winning team from All 
Saints School will have their 
names engraved on the Team 
Challenge Plate which they 


will keep until next year. 

The starting gun was pulled 
by campaigner Terry Waite, 
who was held captive in 
Lebanon for 1,763 days from 
January 1987 to November 
1991. 

He has been president of 
homelessness charity 
Emmaus UK since 1998. 

The primary beneficiaries of 
the event are Racing Welfare 
and Newmarket Open Door, 
who organised it in 
association with Newmarket 
Joggers. Sponsorship money 
raised by participants could 
be handed to a charity of 
their choice.

Abu Hamza flies 
from RAF base 

ABU Hamza is in custody in 
New York awaiting trial after he 
flew there from RAF Mildenhall 
to face charges of bombing 
two United States embassies 
in Africa. 

The radical cleric touched 
down in America on Saturday 
after he was kicked out of the 
UK following a failed appeal 
against extradition at the High 
Court on Friday. 

He was jailed in the UK for 
seven years for soliciting to 
murder and inciting racial 
hatred in 2006, and first faced 
an extradition request from the 
Americans in 2004. 

He has been charged with 
11 counts of criminal conduct 
related to the taking of 16 
hostages in Yemen in 1998, 
advocating violent jihad in 
Afghanistan in 2001, and 
conspiring to establish a jihad 
training camp in Bly, Oregon, 
between June 2000 and 
December 2001. 

Jamie closes in

“Betting hours and night 
club hours are blending into 
each other.” 

The only other betting 
shop in the town that is 
currently open until 
midnight is Betfred, in High 
Street, which has had its 
licence since September. 

If any member of the 
public would like to 
examine the licence 
application then it can be 
viewed at Forest Heath’s 
offices in Mildenhall. 

Interested parties can 
make a representation for or 
against the application if 
they live near enough to the 
premises to be affected or 
have a business interest that 
could be affected by the 
activities. 

Complaints must follow 
objectives set out in the 
Gambling Act, such as 
preventing crime and 
disorder, ensuring gambling 
is conducted fairly and 
openly and protecting 
children and vulnerable 
people from harm.

A STREET sports programme 
for young people received a 
£2,000 funding pledge from 
the town council on Monday. 

Keiran Williams from Anglia 
Community Leisure (ACL) spoke to 
Newmarket Town Council leisure 
committee about cash for the Street 
Football scheme, which is now in 
its third year. 

The scheme aims to reduce anti 
social behaviour in Newmarket 
among teenagers. 

Mr Williams said the cost of a 
young person being arrested and 
going to magistrates court was 
£1,750 for the tax payer, while a 
case in crown court, which deals 
with the most serious offences, 
could be £64,340 on average. 

He said: “I would describe street 
sports as a youth project not a 
sports project. 

“We are there just as much to get 
youngsters and to teach them new 
skills and to teach them how to act 
in different social situations, not 
just providing them with free 
sport.” 

Mr Williams added: “So if we 
stop one person by providing them 
with something to do on a Friday 
night rather than them ending up at 
crown court then our whole budget 
is cleared.”

Their 2013-14 budget is £10,874, 
including coaching at Newmarket 
Leisure Centre and Studlands Park, 
as well as equipment and pro¬ 
motional banners. 

Councillors voted in favour of 
supporting the scheme and Cllr 
Michael Jefferys suggested coun¬ 
cillors put £2,000 for the scheme 
into the first draft of leisure services 
budget for 2013/14. 

The council supported the 
scheme with a grant in 2011 and 
last year ACL made a successful bid 
for funding from the National 
Lottery which means lottery 
funding is not an option for 2013. 

Cllr Keith Bovill said: “We do 
actively support this as it is a very 
successful with youth problems in 
the town.” 

However, he warned: “We need to 
make it clear that we may have to 
withdraw some or all of the 
funding.” 

Cllr Joy Uney, who chaired the 
meeting, said the work was 
incredibly important for the town. 

Councillors asked where else 
ALC had applied for funding. 

Mr Williams said they had 
applied to a number of groups, 
including Suffolk Foundation.

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Supervision order for 
village rampage man

VICTIMS who had their cars 
smashed with a shovel by a 
bipolar man who hadn’t taken 
his medication could be left 
thousands of pounds out of 
pocket. 

A trail of destruction was left in 
Bottisham after the ex-Fulbourn 
Hospital patient went on a violent 
rampage smashing seven cars, 
attacking a village shop and 
threatening people. 

When 37-year-old Benjamin Wher- 
lock appeared at Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Friday he admitted 
having an angry turn due to excess 
alcohol, but barely remembered his 
actions - having pleaded guilty to 
eight counts of criminal damage and 
one count of threatening behaviour 
at an earlier hearing. 

Magistrates made no order of 
compensation for victims but handed 
Wherlock, of The Pightle, Bottisham, 



an 18-month community order with 
three requirements including an 18- 
month supervision order, sessions for 
his alcohol problem and a non- 
residential mental health 
requirement. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, described 
the rampage as unprovoked and 
completely random. 

He said: “At 5pm on August 31 the 
defendant used a shovel to smash 
several cars in the Tunbridge Lane 
and Lode Road area of the village. 

“He threatened two members of 
staff at Bottisham Motors, who had 
to hide, then smashed a glass 


window at the front of the store. 

“He then used his shovel to 
repeatedly smash up an aisle and a 
window at Bottisham Village store.” 

The defendant was arrested shortly 
afterwards while ordering a portion 
of chips from a nearby takeaway. 

Mr Brown added: “The owner of 
Bottisham Motors said he was sure 
that Wherlock had no control over 
his behaviour and that the incident 
has had a huge financial impact on 
his business as he had to pay more 
than £2,500 for damage to the cars.” 

Monica Lentin, mitigating, said: 
“Mr Wherlock’s family had tried to 
get him help but the crisis team 
didn’t turn up in time. 

“Since September he has been 
complying and receives daily help 
from professionals who ensure he 
takes his medication. Locals have 
been very understanding and just 
want him to get help.” 

Wherlock has since sent letters of 
apology to some of his victims.

A discussion of the 
venture’s future direction will 
take place this week. 

Mr Crotty said: “We want 
to start educating people to 
go to Millionaires Bar early 
doors and dominate the town 
so that everyone is down this 
end.” 

Millionaires Bar was 
granted permission to stay 
open later throughout the 
week by a Forest Heath 
District Council licensing 
sub-committee last 

Wednesday despite 

opposition from Newmarket 
Town Council, whose 
members said the increase in 
hours could trigger an 
increase in crime, noise and 
litter. 

Millionaires Bar was given 
permission to open until 3am 
on Friday and Saturday and 
until lam for the rest of 
the week. It will also be able 
to serve alcohol until 
30 minutes before closing 
time. 

The town council opposed 
the bid to vary the High 
Street bar’s premises licence 
on the basis that the increase 
in hours could trigger a rise 
in crime as well as more litter 
and noise. 

The committee also stip¬ 
ulated conditions regarding 
the numbers of door staff 
required at different times.

Talks to be held on 
fire service merger 


THE possible merger of fire 
services in Suffolk and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire could move a step 
closer this month. 

Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough Fire Authority will decide 
tomorrow whether to keep 
working on the business case for 
either combining the services, 
stepping up their collaboration, 
both or neither. 

Suffolk County Council’s cabinet 
will be faced with a similar 
decision on Tuesday. If both 
parties agree, the plan is for the 
option they identify this month to 
be put to them again in the new 
year for a final decision. 

Both services decided to explore 
greater collaboration earlier this 
year in an effort to protect 
frontline fire and rescue services 
from future potential budget cuts. 

Suffolk’s chief fire officer Andy 
Fry said: “Throughout this process 
we are being guided by a mandate 
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agreed by our councillors to 
explore opportunities for sharing 
resources on a fair and equitable 
basis as a means of protecting 
frontline fire and rescue services 
and minimising the financial 
impact of doing so on taxpayers in 
Suffolk and Cambridgeshire. 

“This is a real opportunity to 
adapt to changing and increasingly 
challenging economic circum¬ 
stances in a way that affords some 
protection to critical life-saving 
services.” 

Graham Stagg, chief fire officer 
for Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, said: “There is still 
a lot of work to be completed on 
this to understand the financial 
situation fully and we believe this 
work should be completed before a 
final decision can be made. 

“The service and its fire auth¬ 
ority are committed to protecting 


the interests of its staff and public 
and will only recommend such a 
merger if it is the right choice for 
Cambridgeshire.” 

Cllr Colin Spence, cabinet 
member for public protection at 
Suffolk County Council, said: “We 
are already considering the 
importance of protecting the 
delivery of frontline fire and 
rescue services in relation to the 
potential for further budget cuts 
from 2015. 

“Collaborating with our coll¬ 
eagues from Cambridgeshire, or 
formally merging services, are 
sensible approaches for us to 
consider. 

“We have already combined our 
999 fire control room with 
Cambridgeshire and so further 
collaboration of some scale is a 
natural choice.” 

A public consultation will be 
held before a final decision is 
taken.

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BEFRIENDERS are 
being sought by a 
Newmarket-based 
charity to keep people 
company as the festive 
season approaches. 

The Forest Heath 
Volunteer Centre already 
has 21 befrienders who pop 
round to the homes of 24 
clients for chats and cups of 
coffee but there are plenty 
more people queuing up in 
the hopes of being paired 
with a volunteer. 

Terri Hardy, volunteer co¬ 
ordinator at the centre 
based in All Saints Road, 
said demand was 
outstripping capacity. 

She said: “We are getting 
referrals every day, 
especially in the lead up to 
Christmas when people can 
feel more isolated and 
lonely so we want to get the 
volunteers in.” 

She said it makes a 
massive difference to 
people’s lives and can help 
clients remain more 
independent. 


She said: “It’s their link to 
the outside world and 
something to look forward 
to.” 

For the first time, the 
Forest Heath Volunteer 
Centre is also urging would- 
be volunteers who fancy 
making friends with clients 


over the phone to get in 
touch. 

Telephone befriending is 
aimed at providing support 
for people while the centre 
arranges one-to-one visits 
with a befriender. 

Caroline Cowie, manager 
at the Voluntary Network, 


which includes the 
Volunteer Centre, said 
telephone befriending was a 
“halfway house”. 

She said: “If there isn’t 
somebody available, rather 
than leaving them 
completely in limbo while 
we recruit volunteers or 
find somebody suitable, we 
can offer telephone 
befriending.” 

They work in partnership 
with Age UK on the 
befriending scheme and 
they are hoping to extend a 
telephone initiative already 
in operation so there is a 
local service. 

Befrienders who visit 
clients are asked to put in at 
least an hour a week and do 
not need to have any 
experience. 

The centre is appealing 
for volunteers from all 
walks of life and of all ages 
to come forward. 

Expenses will be paid and 
support will be provided.

BUSINESSES have 
waxed legs, washed 
cars and cycled miles to 
raise more than £65,000 
for a hospice charity. 

St Nicholas Hospice 
Care’s accumulator 

challenge saw 52 firms 
including Asda Newmarket 
and the town’s Bedford 
Lodge Hotel handed a £50 
note and tasked with 
turning the cash into as 
much money as they could. 

During the three months 
of the challenge, the 
businesses involved 
accrued £65,549 by getting 
stuck into everything from a 
fancy dress conga to a 
sponsored cycle on static 
bikes on the lawn of the 
Newmarket hotel. 

Bedford Lodge staff, 
guests and others zoomed 
past their original target 
distance of Paris during the 
event on September 13 and 
made it to Versailles. 

The event raised more 
than £600 and saw the 
business highly 

commended in the judges’ 
award category during the 
presentation evening at the 
West Wing in Ickworth on 
September 25.

Tom Pellereau revealed on 
the night the companies 
had smashed the £40,243 
raised during the challenge 
last year. 

He said: “The top three 
businesses raised £23,000 
between them. 

“This is a huge amount of 
money and a 1,380 per cent 
return on investment. I 
hope Lord Sugar doesn’t 
expect that from me.” 

Barbara Gale, chief 
executive of the hospice, 
told the businesses: “The 
money you raised goes 
towards ensuring we can go 


the extra mile. But you have 
also shown that fundraising 
is fun. 

“On behalf of all the 
patients and families that 
we help, thank you.” 

Paul Whittaker, chief 
executive of Towergate 
Insurance, the sponsor of 
the event, said: “Thank you 
to everyone who took part 
in the challenge: you are all 
winners. 

“Your efforts and 
enthusiasm have helped to 
ensure me and all my 
colleagues to keep 
supporting the event.”

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Man admitted damage to his own home 


A MAN who broke into his 
own flat and called police to 
say it had been burgled has 
been ordered to take part in a 
thinking skills programme. 

Ian Crosby, 32, had been 
drinking, lost his keys and 
smashed a glass door panel in 
a communal area and a 
window at the building early 
on July 12, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard last Wednesday. 

Juli et Donovan, 

prosecuting, said Crosby 
decided to admit he had 
caused the damage to the 


property in Rowley Drive, 
Newmarket, when police 
arrived because he feared a 
neighbour might have seen 
him. 

Crosby pleaded guilty to 
two offences of causing 
damage to property. 

The court heard the 
offences had also put Crosby 
in breach of a suspended 
prison sentence imposed in 
June last year. 

Christopher Morgan, 
mitigating, said Crosby had 
not committed any offence 


between the suspended 
sentence being passed and the 
damage at his home. 

Judge Rupert Overbury told 
Crosby: “What gives me some 
faith in passing the sentence 
that I do is that for just over a 
year you have behaved 
perfectly well.” 

Crosby was ordered to pay 
£202 compensation for the 
damage he caused, take part 
in a 60-day thinking skills 
programme and remain under 
probation service supervision 
for the next year.

■ In 1840 Queen Victoria started the 
Western world's love of white wedding 
dresses. Before then, brides simply 
wore their best dress. 

■ Britney Spear’s marriage to Jason 
Alexander lasted 56 hours. 

■ The Queen is the first British 
monarch to have celebrated a diamond 
wedding anniversary. 

■ The average length of a British 
marriage is 11 years and six months, 
which is about the same as it was for 
12th century peasants (though their 
marriages tended to end through the 
death of one of the partners rather than 
divorce). 

■ Although the percentage of couples 
getting married in Britain in 2010 fell 
to its lowest rate since 1862, for those 
who are married, the divorce rate (at 
11.5 per cent) is also lower than it has 
been at any time since 1977. 

■ Couples from Sevenoaks, in Kent, 
are almost three times as likely to stay 
married as couples who live in St 
Leonards-on-Sea in Sussex. 

■ Legal documents such as wedding 
certificates are signed in special thicker 
ink made from green vitriol, which is 
designed to grow darker with age. 

■ Since 1959, it has been legal to 
marry a dead person in France, 
provided you can prove the wedding 
was already planned. Around 20 
posthumous marriages are approved by 
the French president each year.

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Alexa's courage to step 
out naked on the stage

Alexa Hardy stripped off for Calendar Girls and a fundraising calendar after fighting 
back from depression and the scars from years spent battling a rare and painful skin 
disorder. She says the whole experience in front of the crowd was 'so liberating'. 
Interview by ALICE RYAN. 


S TEPPING out on to the 
stage, Alexa Hardy felt 
a shiver of fear; as the 
curtain rose, her legs went 
to jelly. Playing a lead role 
in Calendar Girls - the play 
which famously sees all its 
female leads shed their 
clothes - she was about to 
appear nude in front of a 
packed house. 

"I suffer horribly with 
nerves," admits the 31- 
year-old. "Just before the 
curtain went up, I thought I 
was actually going to fall 
over. But before I knew it, 
we'd been on stage for 
two-and-a-half hours - and 
we were getting a standing 
ovation. We all cried. 

"It's an incredible play: 
the way it's written, what 
it's about. . . I think 
everyone who comes into 
contact with it is left feeling 
empowered. Once you've 
appeared naked in front of 
all those people, you can't 
help but feel liberated!" 

The idea of stripping in 
front of a crowd would be 
nerve-racking for anyone. 
But for Alexa, who starred 
in the St Neots Players 
production last month, it 
took even more courage: 


for more than half her life, 
she has suffered from a rare 
and extremely painful skin 
disorder - which has left 
her scarred by a dozen 
operations. 

Called Hidradenitis 
Suppurativa, Alexa 
describes the condition as 
like a very extreme form of 
acne'. It causes infected 
lumps, akin to abscesses, to 
develop on the body. Some 
are quite small and 
gradually shrink and fade 
away. Others grow 
uncontrollably - until 
surgical intervention is the 
only option. 

"I had one 10 years ago 
that nearly killed me," says 
Alexa. "It just kept getting 
bigger ana deeper; in the 
end it was about 6cm in 
diameter. I had one lot of 
antibiotics, then another, 
and finally had to be 
rushed into hospital for an 
emergency operation: it 
was so infected, I was on 
the verge of septicaemia. 

"I was in so much pain 
my mum had to lie me 
down on the back seat of 
the car, with one belt round 
my chest and another 
round my ankles, to take 


me to hospital. The 
operation left me with a 
hole an inch and a half 
deep; I ended up being off 
work for two-and-a-half 
months." 

Alexa first developed the 
symptoms of Hidradenitis 
Suppurativa when she was 
in her mid-teens. At the 
time she was working 
towards a career as a 
professional singer. 

"I first appeared on stage 
aged six, as Dorothy in The 
Wizard of Oz at school," 
laughs Alexa, who lives in 
Stretham. "I vividly 
remember hitting the girl 
who played the witch on 
the head with a bucket: it 
was filled with sparkly stuff 
that I was supposed to pour 
over her, but my aim wasn't 
brilliant. . . I loved the 
experience. After that I was 
hooked." 

Alexa went on to do 
GCSE drama and a 
performing arts NVQ. 
Singing as often as she 
could, her talent was 
recognised by acclaimed 
producer Al West, who 
invited her to collaborate 
on an album. 

But then, seven years ago 


now, Alexa decided to 
draw a line under her 
singing ambitions. "I was 
going to audition after 
audition. To make it in that 
business you have to look a 
certain way and, well, I 
didn't. I decided I had to 
be realistic. And, to be 
honest, it's not great for 
your self-esteem to keep 
going through that. In the 
end, the decision was really 
made for me - because I 
got a bit sick, and that 
made things more tricky." 

Since her emergency 
surgery, Alexa has endured 
11 further operations and 
has eight sets of scars. Her 
worst scar, from that first 
op, is 'a cross shape, with 
each line about as thick as 
your finger. It was really 
livid to start with, but it's 
faded a lot'. 

It was in the wake of that 
first operation that Alexa's 
condition was diagnosed. 
The surgeons didn't 
excavate quite enough 
tissue and a pocket of 
infection remained, 
continually flaring up and 
causing the scar to rupture. 
Referred to an 'amazing' 
plastic surgeon, he was the

one who suspected 
Hidradenitis Suppurativa. 

"When I was diagnosed, 
it was described to me like 
extreme acne: I'd been 
getting these lumps - 
usually in the same area, 
on my legs and back - 
since I was about 15, and 
they are very painful: they 
make it hard to sit down, 
or stand up, or walk. . . 

"I was told at the time 
that there's no real cure: 
I've got this thing forever. I 
didn't deal with the news 
all that well." 

Alexa, who also suffers 
from halo migraines and 
polycystic ovaries (a 
condition which can cause 
fertility problems), admits 
she slid into depression. 

"I was depressed for a 
good few years. I felt like I 
had no future. I was in a 
destructive relationship 
which I couldn't bring 
myself to leave because I 
thought nobody else 
would want me. I was 
scared I might not be able 
to have children. I had to 
keep having time off work 
for operations, so I thought 
I couldn't have a career. 

"I thought 'If I can't have 
a relationship, and I can't 
have a career, I'm not sure 
what else there is'. . ." 

To meet Alexa now - 
happy, confident, with a 
lovely new boyfriend and 
a great job (she's an 
engineering assistant at UK 
Power Networks, with 
numerous qualifications 
under her belt) - it's hard 
to believe she once saw 
her future as being so 
bleak. 

Undergoing CBT 
(cognitive behavioural 
therapy) was, she says, key 
to helping her recover. "In 
that situation you have two 
choices: stay where you 


are, or change things for 
the better. I couldn't stay 
where I was - I was so 
miserable. So my only 
option was to change 
things: I ended the 
relationship, got a new job 
and made that my focus. It 
took a long time, until last 
year, really, but I did get 
better." 

With her confidence on 
the rise, Alexa decided the 
time was right to return to 
performing. First came the 
Stretham village panto, 
and then she heard the St 
Neots Players were 
auditioning for Calendar 
Girls - and were short on 
female actors. 

Based on a true story, 
the play tells the heart¬ 
warming tale of a Yorkshire 
Women's Institute who - 
when one member loses 
her husband to cancer - 
decide to produce a nude 
calendar to raise cash for 
charity in his memory. 
Before it became a stage 
show, Calendar Girls was a 
hit film, starring Helen 
Mirren, Julie Walters and 
Penelope Wilton, who 
plays Ruth - Alexa's 
character. 

In thrall to an abusive 
husband, she's a bit of a 
mouse, who finally comes 
out of her shell to take part 
in the calendar. "You've 
got to love Ruth," smiles 
Alexa, fondly. "I've been 
through some similiar 
things, though I haven't 
dealt with them in the 
same way, so I have a lot 
of feeling for her." 

Starting rehearsals back 
in April, Alexa says the 
whole cast had to get used 
to being naked in public 
fairly swiftly; as well as 
staging the play, they shot 
a nude calendar. Being 
sold in aid of Leukaemia 


and Lymphoma Research, 
the calendar was 
photographed by Peter 
Constable of St Neots - 
and features 12 lovely 
ladies in their birthday 
suits, with props 
strategically placed to 
preserve their modesty. 

Alexa, 'Miss June', is 
pictured in the library of 
Hinchingbrooke House: 

"In the end, taking my 
clothes off wasn't that 
hard. I thought 'If I'm 
going to do this, I'm going 
to do it properly'. My 
boyfriend Sam came to the 
shoot, and he was so 
supportive." 

The whole experience 
has, adds Alexa, been 
'genuinely special'. "It's 
been a big part of my life 
for the last five months. If 
you've not got that call to 
oe on stage, you won't 
understand - but just 
stepping out there, 
smelling the dust under 
the lights and hearing your 
foot fall on the boards, is 
indescribable. We had a 
standing ovation every 
night. And one night Beryl 
Bamforth - the real life 
'Miss January' - came to 
see the show and she 
loved it." 

"I've no idea what's 
going to happen in the 
future, but I don't think it's 
going to be horrible any 
more," concludes Alexa. 
"To be honest, I'm grateful 
I've got a future. I could 
have died from that lump 
10 years ago. . . 

"If it wasn't for my 
stubbornness, my family 
and friends, and some 
amazing medical people, I 
really don't think I'd be 
here. I owe it to all those 
people - and myself - to 
make something of my 
life."

However Cllr Bee 
warned that the freeze 
would mean the council 
will have to work hard to 
protect frontline services. 

He added: “I’m making a 
commitment that we’ll do

“We must also make sure 
that we continue to deliver 
on our key priorities, 
including raising school 
attainment, creating eco¬ 
nomic growth, protecting 
vulnerable people and 
ensuring everyone in 
Suffolk has access to 
broadband. 

“I’m not saying this is 
going to be easy but I’m 
confident that the council’s 
political direction and 
dedicated staff will ensure 
the right decisions are 
made for Suffolk.” 

Suffolk County Council 
has to save £50 million 
from its £1 billion annual 
budget over the next two 
years.

The stage and screen 
favourite Timothy West 
tells JENNIFER SHELTON 
why he loves his annual 
potter around 
Cambridge - even if his 
current role is taking it 
out of him. 

B ORN to actor parents, 
married to a celebrated 
actress (Prunella Scales) 
and with a son (Samuel West) 
forging his own successful career 
on stage and screen, it's fair to 
say acting isn't just a job for 
Timothy West - it's a way of life. 

Having triumphed in roles from King 
Lear to the King of England, the 
commanding RSC veteran's latest project 
sees him on stage as a Ukrainian odd-job 
man with a murky past in Ronald 
Harwood's The Handyman. It's his third 
trip to Cambridge in as many years, after 
astute performances in The Winslow Boy 
and Quartet (also by Harwood), and it's 
not entirely unexpected that he seems as 
much an expert on Cambridge as on 
anything else. 

"I've been coming to the Arts Theatre 
probably since about 1960," he says 
warmly. 

"I know the area very well and I'll 


certainly enjoy having a potter around. 
What I won't do is bring the car - that's a 
mistake in Cambridge. But I've got very 
nice digs by Jesus Green and that's a nice 
walk. . . then if I want to go anywhere I'll 
get the bus." 

At 77, far from being daunted, West is 
positively enthusiastic about the prospect 
of touring - something he suspects he 
might have inherited from his parents, 
Olive and Harry Lockwood West, who 
were touring actors for most of their lives. 

"I enjoy coming into a recognisable 
community, which is difficult to achieve 
in London, where everybody's from all 
over the place," he says. 

It's this sense of community that's 
integral to The Handyman; a story of 
quiet lives disrupted when it emerges 
that a close family friend has been 
accused of war crimes during the 
Holocaust. 

"It's about what happens to a very 
settled community which has been 
chugging along quite nicely until 
suddenly something bad happens and 
splits them apart," explains West. "The 
handyman, which is me, has been 
working for these people for God knows 
how many years and is thought of as part 
of the family, but has been recently 
accused of war crimes. 

"It's not about did he do it or didn't 
he, but about if he did do it, what are 
our justifiable attitudes to it. Have we got 
to punish him? Should we wipe the slate 
clean, or is that being disgracefully unfair 
to the people who died in the 
Holocaust? 


"It's a very exciting and fascinating 
play; it unearths the loyalties and 
prejudices of what you would think are 
reasonably predictable people." 

Though there's humour in there too, 
it's no Noel Coward, and winding down 
after such an intense performance, West 
explains, can be tough. 

"With some plays you finish and you 
think 'right, ok, I've got the rest of the 
evening, what shall we do?' But this play 
is quite exhausting, not just because I'm 
an old bugger but because a lot of the 
scenes are quite harrowing and that's 
strangely tiring. 

"Some plays are just like that. Funnily 
enough if you die, you feel ok and more 
inclined to go and find a Chinese 
restaurant. But not with this one." 

West is no stranger to roles of 
magnitude, having played Lear on three 
occasions: the first when he was only in 
his 30s and the most recent with English 
Touring Theatre in 2003. Still, he's no 
Shakespearean one-trick pony, with 
Prospero, Claudius, Enobarbus, 
Bolingbroke and Shylock also on his CV. I 
wonder about his favourite Shakespeare 
role - or will Lear always be the Holy 
Grail? 

"I don't think there's anything that can 
touch Lear. I've done it three times now 
and every time I do I feel I'm a little bit 
closer to the top of an enormous 
mountain. Also, it's a play where one's 
attitude towards it changes every time 
depending on what's happening in the 
world and the people around you. It's a 
many-faceted play; you could think 


different thoughts every time you do it 
on practically every line." 

And that's what keeps it interesting for 
audiences... 

"Of course. You don't want to see the 
same old story every time, and clearly 
people don't because Shakespeare is 
being performed all over 
the world now more than 


course, it's rather the reverse, at least as 
far as television's concerned. They want 
you to be the same whatever you're in, 
and that's a shame."

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Classic series returns

A TTRACTING record- 
breaking audiences last 
year, the Cambridge 
Classical Concert Series is clearly 
adored by local music lovers - 
and the 2012/13 line-up is 
shaping up as one of the 
strongest yet. 

The series opens on Friday, October 
26 with a visit from the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra. Talented young 
British conductor Oliver Gooch 
conducts an evening of masterpieces, 
beginning with Borodin's Prince Igor 
Overture, a feast of Russian dances and 
Oriental melodies. 

The Russian flair continues with 
Rachmaninov's glorious Piano Concerto 
No. 3, a work brimming with passion, 
and a showcase for soloist Viv McLean's 
dazzling virtuosity. Sibelius's Symphony 
No. 5 is an extraordinary piece, 
culminating in a breathtaking finale.

The Prague Symphony Orchestra, 
which comes to Cambridge on Tuesday, 
November 13 is a leading Czech music 
ensemble with an outstanding 
international reputation. Conducted by 
Heiko Mathias Forster, one of the most 
compelling young conductors of his 
generation, the evening opens with 
Smetana's most popular work The 
Bartered Bride which pulses with 
rhythmic vitality. With its eloquent 


cadences and subtle complexities, 
Beethoven's Piano Concerto No. 4 is one 
of the world's major piano concerti. 

After a rendition of Janacek's lyrical 
Adagio, the evening ends with Dvorak's 
Symphony No. 8 which draws on the 
Bohemian folk music so beloved by the 
composer. 

The Royal Philharmonic Orchestra 
returns on Thursday, January 24, when 
Fabien Gabel conducts an evening of 
Romantic masterpieces. The evening 
opens with Brahms's dramatic Tragic 
Overture. Soloist Janina Fialkowska is 
one of the world's finest interpreters of 
Chopin and Chopin's Piano Concerto 
No. 2 is the perfect vehicle to highlight 
her dazzling skills. Dramatic writing also 
takes centre stage in Beethoven's 
Symphony No. 6 ('The Pastoral'), with its 
turbulent storm movement 
complemented by music of sunny grace 
and rustic charm. 


The internationally renowned Polish 
National Radio Symphony Orchestra 

visits the Corn Exchange on Friday, 
February 15. The evening begins with 
Bernstein's vivacious Candide Overture 
before moving on to Lutoslawski's richly 
textured Little Suite for Orchestra. 
Mendelssohn's Violin Concerto is a 
towering achievement of the Romantic 
era and is performed with elan by soloist 
Agata Szymczewska. The second half 
of the concert features Mahler's 
Symphony No. 5. 

World-famous cellist Julian Lloyd 
Webber is Artist in Residence at 
Cambridge Corn Exchange and, on 
Tuesday, April 16 he performs at the 
Corn Exchange alongside his very 
talented wife Jiaxin Cheng to perform 
Vivaldi's Concerto for Two Cellos in C

strengthen between the couple, Harry’s 
initial enthusiasm mellows into 
fraternal concern. 

Written by Kazan, Ruby Sparks 
conjures fond memories of Stranger 
Than Fiction as Calvin ponders the 
morality of bedding his literary 
creation. 

The script ventures into darker 
territory when Calvin grows weary of 
his soulmate and spitefully puts her 
through the physical and emotional 
wringer using his typewriter.

Taking a turn for the exotic 


QARDEMINQj 
TIPS

U RBAN gardener and TV 
presenter James Wong 
doesn't have a 
greenhouse, propagators or 
teams of gardeners, yet through 
obsessive trials in his own back 
garden he has managed to grow 
a range of exotic fruit and veg 
worthy of any Michelin-starred 
restaurant. 

He laments that we've become 
stuck in a 1940s timewarp during the 
'grow your own' revolution, barely 
moving beyond spuds, sprouts and 
swedes. 

"We don't eat the same stuff we did 
two generations ago, so why on earth 
should we be stuck growing it?" asks 
the Kew-trained botanist, who has 
fronted such TV programmes as the 
BBC's Crow Your Own Drugs and 
Country file. 

"Ironically, the biggest mistake 
people make is trying to grow exotic 



crops in greenhouses when they 
simply don't need to." 

Wasabi, also known as Japanese 
horseradish, which is used as a fiery 
accompaniment to popular dishes 
including sushi, is easier to grow than 
watercress, he insists. 

Wasabi plants can't stand the 
sunshine, but thrive in cool, wet, 
overcast settings, which makes them 
perfect for growing in this country. 

Plant half a dozen small plants in a 
shady spot between early spring and 
early autumn, covering the area in a 
thick mulch of organic matter and 
place gravel around the plants to deter 
slugs and snails. Keep it in the shade in 
summer. 


The edible part of wasabi is its 
partially buried stem, which takes up 
to two years to reach full size and 
flavour, but once you have an 
established clump, you'll have a 
succession of 'roots' for many years. 

Harvest them when they reach 
around 10-15cm long - a third of this 
may be below ground - and grate 
them fresh at the table, because they 
will degrade within a few hours of 
being grated. 

Wasabi works well in salad dressing 
and marinades for grilled chicken or 
fish, or whisked into mayonnaise. 
Currently plants are only available in a 
handful of mail order nurseries, but 
from next spring, Suttons will be 


supplying them. Wong has also 
managed to grow cocktail kiwi, a pint- 
sized, fuzz-free version of the original, 
which he says is easier to grow than 
apples and pears, along with asparagus 
peas, dahlia yams and callaloo, a 
Caribbean spinach, on his urban plot. 
All are detailed in his latest book, 

James Wong's Homegrown Revolution. 

The Inca berry, or cape gooseberry, 
imported from Colombia to supply the 
fancy fruit sections of certain 
supermarkets, was commonly grown in 
this country in Victorian times, says 
Wong. 

"The plants can be grown like 
tomatoes but are not susceptible to 
blight, are more drought tolerant and 
you don't need to prune or train 
them." 

Plant them against a sunny, south¬ 
facing wall in well-drained soil and 
cover their roots with a thick layer of 
mulch. 

In late summer and early autumn 
the plants will produce a heavy crop of 
brown papery lanterns which fall off 
when they are ripe. The shiny golden 
berries within taste good as they are or 
as an interesting ingredient in 
smoothies, salads and salsas and have 
up to a three-month shelf life. The 
seeds are widely available. 

Among Wong's favourites exotics is 
the New Zealand yam, originally from 
Peru, which makes a much more 
interesting alternative to the potato. 
Producing edible shamrock-like leaves 
with a flavour of Bramley apples 


followed by knobbly 'potatoes' in a 
variety of colours, they are also blight 
resistant. 

"You cook and eat them in exactly 
the same way as potatoes, or you can 
eat them raw as a erudite In Mexico 
they dip them in sugar and chilli 
powder, which sounds awful but is 
really delicious," he enthuses. 

Forming 30cm-high mounds, they 
make excellent ground cover under 
tall skinny crops such as sweetcorn or 
outdoor vine tomatoes. 

They are grown like a regular spud, 
started off from seed tubers, 
increasingly available from specialist 
mail-order nurseries and from 
Thompson & Morgan. Plant them in 
small pots of compost on a sunny 
windowsill in late April. 

They should soon spring up little 
shoots and will be ready to plant out in 
May after risk of frost has passed. They 
do best in rich, fertile soil packed with 
organic matter in full sun. 

From July, earth up the rows to bury 
the trailing runners. They should be 
ready to harvest when the first frosts 
blacken their leaves in late November. 
Lift the tubers out of the ground 
carefully and hold a few back for 
planting in spring.

Fabre to pull his 
Masterstroke ... 

MASTERSTROKE is "unlikely" to run again this 
season after his fine run when third in tne Qatar 
Prix de I'Arc de Triomphe at Longchamp. 

Trainer Andre Fabre will consult Sheikh Mohammed 
about plans for the Godolphin-owned colt, but the 
French handler expects the three-year-old to be 
saved for next year. 

Masterstroke has won four of his seven races, but 
the Arc was his first start in the highest company. 
Fabre said: "We will see what Sheikh Mohammed 
says, but I think it would be unlikely that he will run 
again this year. 

"We haven't previously talked about the Breeders' 
Cup or Japan or anything, so I can't see it." 

As for the other Newmarket raiders, John Gosden's 
Great Heavens was a creditable sixth, having only 
been supplemented late last week in the enforced 
absence of her brother, Nathaniel. 

Gosden said: "It's very tough taking on the older 
horses, but I couldn't be happier with her. She ran a 
great race in an Arc she wasn't truly aimed at. 

"She's not her big brother but she is a very 
good filly." 

Sir Michael Stoute's Sea Moon was eighth and the 
trainer said: "For a good-actioned horse he doesn't 
want the ground as puddingy as that, Ryan (Moore) 
said he never felt smooth on it at any point." 

Swiss Spirit has returned with a valid excuse for his 
disappointing display in the Prix de I'Abbaye. 

David Elsworth's sprinter arrived in France as a 
major player following a win in a Newbury 
Group Three. 

However, he was never involved at any stage in a 
race won by Robert Collet's Wizz Kid, and was 
eased by William Buick once his chance had gone. 
His owners, Lordship Stud, tweeted: "Swiss Spirit 
has come out of the Abbaye stiff and has sustained 
a minor muscular pull." 

John Gosden hinted there might be just one more 
race for Izzi Top after the filly's valiant effort when 
second to the mud-loving Ridasiyna in the Prix de 
I'Opera Longines. 

Gosden said: "She's got a lot of speed but got 
blunted in the ground. She can handle it but it's not 
her favourite. She was beaten fair and square by a 
filly that loved the ground. Today was all about 
specialists handling the conditions. 

"There might be one more race for her, but not the 
Breeders' Cup." 

James Fanshawe's High Jinx looked the first beaten 
in the gruelling 2m 4furlongs of the Qatar Prix du 
Cadran but stayed on gamely under Graham Lee to 
finish second behind Molly Malone.

GHURAIR will be pointed towards the 2000 
Guineas next season after coming out best in a 
battle with Havana Gold to claim the £500,000 
Tattersalls Millions 2YO Trophy at Newmarket on 
Saturday. 

A close fifth when last seen in the Vintage Stakes at 
Glorious Goodwood, the twice-raced Ghurair was 
sent off the 7-4 favourite and was soon prominent 
as the field raced down the centre of the track. 
Quickening nicely to lead at the two-furlong 
marker, Paul Hanagan's mount asserted from 
long-time leader Race And Status but Richard 
Hughes soon joined in on market rival Havana 
Gold, the winner of a Group Three last time out on 
the Rowley Mile. 

The pair settled down to fight it out but the John 
Gosaen-trained Ghurair kept pulling out more and 
shaded the verdict by a head.

Olivia Curtin (18-24yrs) won the 400m freestyle in a 
personal best 5.09.09 - more than 5sec better than 
her previous best - and also won the 100m 
freestyle, took silver in the 200m freestyle and 
bronze in the 100m medley. 

Peter Winter (30-34yrs) started his campaign with a 
win in the 50m breaststroke, lowering his personal 
best to 41.47. He also bagged the gold in the 200m 
freestyle and 50m backstroke and was fourth in the 
50m and 100m freestyle. 

Jane Smith (45-49yrs) earned the silver in the 200m 
backstroke, bronze in the 100m medley and 100m 
freestyle. She lowered her pb to 3.01.18 in the 200m 
freestyle where she was fourth. 

In the 18-24 years age group, Hall was fourth in the 
50m butterfly in a personal best 32.79, but in his 
favoured breaststroke events he won the 50m and 
100m, where he clocked a personal best 1.14.87. 

He also won the silver in the 200m.

Historic 
win for 
Scrivener 

JACK Scrivener proved that age 
is no barrier to success with a 
sensational victory in the British 
Historic Racing pre-1972 250cc 
single cylinder championship. 

Riding a 1966 Greeves 
Silverstone motorcycle, 64-year- 
old Scrivener was simply too 
fast for his rivals throughout the 
season. He finished with 185 
points while his nearest rival, 
15-year-old Richard Molnar 
from Preston, could only 
manage 158. 

The field has contained 18 
riders aged 15 to 72 years old 
and his most dominant 
performances came at Lydden 
Hill, Kent, and Darley Moor, 
Derbyshire, where took four 
wins from four races at 
each event. 

“It’s been fantastic,” said the 
Newmarket racer. “I love doing 
it. It’s a major part of my life. I 
like the buzz and excitement 
from racing.” 

Scrivener started motorcycle 
racing at the age of 18 but gave it 
up when he got married at the 
age of 21. 

He started it again 10 years 
later but being self-employed 
meant he could not risk long¬ 
term injury and he soon gave it 
up again. 

He has now been racing for six 



years and not even a lOOmph 
crash at Oulton Park five years 
ago which left him with a 
broken shoulder blade, eight 
cracked ribs and a broken 
collarbone, could put him off. 

His perseverance was worth it 
though, and the season just gone 
was his most successful. 

Having acquired his bike a 
year ago, he stripped it down 
and prepared it for racing and 
the result has been an almost 
perfect campaign. A clutch 
problem at Cadwell Park has 
been the only mechanical issue 
while in driving terms, his only 
problem came at the same venue 


when a rider went down in front 
of him causing him to crash as 
well. 

“I’ve not really had any issues 
with the bike, it’s been trouble- 
free,” he continued. 

“It has been reliable and quite 
fast.” 

Scrivener will almost certainly 
return to defend his title next 
year and resume his rivalry with 
Molnar. “It’s been the most 
enjoyable season I’ve had for the 
last six years,” he said. “I get on 
really well with Richard. He 
asked if I will be racing him 
again next year. I told him ‘you 
can count on it’.”
